I. Claims 18-19, and 24-25, drawn to a method and an apparatus of an acceleration / 
deceleration rate controlled of the vehicle, classified in class 303, subclass 138. 

II. Claims 20-2 1 , and 26-27, drawn to a method and an apparatus of a driving shaft 
torque controlled of the vehicle, classified in class 477, subclass 15. 

III. Claims 22-23, and 28-29, drawn to a method and an apparatus of an engine torque 
controlled of the vehicle, classified in class 701, subclass 84. 

IV. Claims 30-32, and 17, drawn to a method and an apparatus of a driving force 
controlled of the vehicle, classified in class 180, subclass 244. 

Inventions I,II,III, and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the
